Fire 
losses in Gettysburg 
were 


com paratively low during 1951. ac­ 
cording to records of the Gettysburg 
Fire Departm ent, which answered 
31 calls within the borough lim its 
during the year. Aside from chimney 
blazes, fires in automobiles or trucks, 
and grass or brush fires, the damage 
was estimated only a little more 
than 15.000 


Tile 31 calls in the thorough do 


not represent all the alarm s received 
by the fire compony during the year, 
however. According to W illiam G 
Weaver, president of the fire com­ 
pany. the siren sounded a total of 
72 times T liis, however, M r W eaver 
explained, does not mean there were 
72 fires. Tile siren was sounded three 
times for one fire, and on a few of 
♦Ive alarm ;, the calls were cancelled 
before the apparatus left the fire 
engine house.

GARD PA SSES 
INTO HISTORY 


W ashington,

bells which ra n t in the new year
